Bight Moment. 


Some people always have presence 


of mind—in other words, they have 
their.wits about them. 
When an 


emergency arises, such people know, 
what to do, while the witless ones 
either do the wrong thing and hinder 
the efforts of others, or they are help- 
less and make, no effort 


Some one has said that presence of 


mind, even more than courage, goes 
to the making of a hero. 


It is.difflcult, but still possible to as- 


sume a virtue if we have it not, and by 
affecting an appearance of coolness 
under the small, trying circumstances 
of daily.life one can gradually make 
the affectation become a reality, for 
habit is second nature. By training 
one'a felf and one's children to be calm 
and control the feelings and manner 
and coolly look at all points of the sit- 
uation with, a view of seeing the best 
way out of it, much trouble will be 
spared and danger often averted. 


1 Implicit obedience is one of the first 
things to teach, a habit of thoughtful- 
ness another.

Murderous Attack by Three BadNegrroes 


—Threatened Lynching.

n night policeman, was waylaid Monday 
night in a distant part ot the town known 
At ''"Hell's Half i-Acre." Three powerful 
negroes- jumped on him unexpectedly, 
grabbed his pistol, shot him in the thigh, 
and then with n ruzor they cut his throat, 
severing his windpipe and just missing 
tho jugular vein.

THE RACE FOB CONQUEST IS AFBICA. 
LONDON, Oct. E.—The death o£ the Sul- 


tan Muly Hassen of Morocco is an event 
from which the future historian may date 
important 
movements in Southwestern 


Europe. While this African potentate 
lived, no one cared to disturb him in his 
fabulous wealth and valuable territories. 
But with his death there have sprung up 
rival ambitions between France and Spam 
which bid fair to lead to interesting com- 
plications. The sudden activity of Spam 
In sending a fleet to the African coast is 
now said to be doe to the secret receipt at 
Madrid of information that France had 
acquisitive designs upon tho late Sultan's 
domains. The report that Morocco wns 
likoly to collapse into a state of anarchy 
emanated from French sources, and ac- 
cording to rumor it was intended to bo 
the preface to o westward movement of 
French 
colonization toward 
Algeria. 


Spain determined at once to forestall her 
neighbor 
by a 
demonstration 
which 


should effectually discourage such designs. 
In this it is said the Spanish regency 
had secret assurance from Romo that 
Italy would look with favor upon action 
intended to check tho spread of the French 
power in Africa. Italy smarts at her in- 
significant territorial showing in a quarter 
which, historically considered, should 
naturally fall to her. She would much 
dislike to see France increase her footing 
there. Spain, of course, can not afford to 
let France advance toward Gibraltar's 
opposite shore. The outcome is likely to 
be that France aud 
Spain 
will each 


espouse the cause of one or other of the 
disputing candidates for the sultanship 
among Muiey Hassan's heirs. The tension 
between France 
and 
Germany 
v>ill 


necessarily cause the Parisian Govern- 
ment to act with caution in any foreign 
enterprise, while Spam is free from any 
entanglement, thus giving her an advan- 
tage in such an intrigue. Importance is 
given the matter by tho growing feeling 
throughout Europe that rich prizes so 
long neglected in Africa arc now jiipe for 
the grasping. 
Germany in the east, 


England in the south and France and 
Spain in tho noi th, aeem to be entering an 
active competition, for proprietorship of 
the continent.

EDITOKS HEPUBI.ICAH: The writer under- 


stands that a committee has been selected who 
have under consideration the advisability of a 
lecture course for the coming winter, and that 
the dlscouiagements under which similar com- 
mittees have worked, were such as to make It a 
very seilous question as to whether or not they 
ought to arrange for a lecture couoso. 


The labor and anxiety In managing this work 


Is such that no committee wants to undertake It 
unless heartily supported by the people. The 
sympathy ot the writer for those who do this 
work, the feeling that It Is not appreciated as IE 
should be, and a pride in our city's welfare, 
prompt the following, aud It Is earnestly hoped 
that discussion may be called forth on the sub- 
ject that will enable the committee to know that 
we as eltl/ens crui'trsf their work, and wiUsup- 
poitit. 


This is so pre-eminently a day of booms, that 


unless care is taken, some of those things which 
are for our city's best Interests, which are 
among the Jmost potent factors for the upbuild- 
ing of the community in what is truest and best, 
and that will result In the most permanent good, 
are likelj to be overlooked. 


We justly boast of our public schools, where 


our children obtain a good education at the 
least expense of any city In Illinois. We are 
proud of the fact that the youth of our city are 
readers and thinkers. No part of our tax do we 
pay more willingly than that which supports our 
(roe public library, where the poorest boy or 
girl iu our city may And all neeaed aids In ob- 
taining a liberal education. But there it danger 
that in this day of cheap entertainments, Wild 
West shows, etc., fiom our Indifference to the 
bringing to our city talented men and women 
from abroad, that we shall fail in an Important 
part of our worK. 


We owe it to our city to have a good course of 


lectures. There are many good families whose 
choice between Decatur and some other city as 
a home will be influenced largely by such advan- 
tages. Our neighboring cities are earnestly en- 
gaged iu the work and reaping rich benefits 
rom it Higher ideals of life are thus brought 
before us all, and the whole community bene- 
fitted 


Are we interested in Decatnr? Then let us be 


willing to sacrifice for her It need be; and since 
our people both young and old will certainly 
ieek and find entertainment of some kind, let It 
be said of us that we furnish them such as will 
elevate.
